VE 7.06 Unprofessional conduci. Unprofessional conduet by a veterma—
rian is prohibited. Unprofessional conduct includes:

(1) Conduct in the practice of veterinary medicine which evidences a
lack of knowledge or ability to apply prolessional principles or skills:

{2) Fraud, gross negligence or deception i in the practlce of veterma:y
medicine.

(3) Being convicted of a erime the circumstances of whlch substan-
tially relate to the practice of veterinary medicine.

{4) Violating or aiding and abettiiig the violation of any law or admin-
istrative rule or regulation substantially related to the praetIce of veteri-
nary medicine.

5) Advertising in a manner which is false, fraudulent, misleading or
deceptive, or knowingly maintaining a professional association with an-
other veterinarian or veterinary firm that advertises ina manner which is
false, fraudulent, misleading or deceptive.

. (6) Having a veterinary license limited, suspended or revoked, or sub-
ject to any other disciplinary action in another state or U.S. jurisdiction.

(T) Practicing or attempting to practice, while the veterinarian has a
physical or mental impairment, including impairment related to drugsor
alcohol which is reasonably related to the applicant's ability to ade-
quately undertake the practice of veterinary medicine in a manner ‘con-
sistent with the safety of a patient or the publie.
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(8) The personal use, misuse, or sale, other than for medical treatment
of patients, of the drugs listed in the U.S, Controlled Substances Act of
1979, as amended, or ch. 161, Stats., 1977, except personal use of drugs
prescr:bed bya physmlan for individual use by the veterinarian.

(9) Preseribing, ordering, dispensing, administering, supplying, selling
or giving of any amphetamine, its salts, isomers and salts of its isomers or
related sympathomimetic amine drug designated as a Schedule II drug
in ch. 161, Stats., except for the treatment of narcolepsy or hyperkinesis
in animals who do not respond to other methods of treatment, or for
clinical research of these compounds as approved by the board. A written
description of the intended research project proposed sha[l be ﬁied with
the board prior to conducting the research,

(10) Selling prescription legend animal drugs without establishing and
maintaining a valid veterinarian, patient, or client relationship.

(11) Failure to include on the label of a preseription drug the generic or
brand naue of the drug dispensed, the name and address of thé clinie or
veterinarian dispensing the drug, the directions for use and, caution

statements required by law. In case of companion animals, the prescrlp-‘

tion shall bear the name or identification of the patient.

{12) Preseribing, ordermg. dispensing, admmlstermg, supplying, sell-
ing or giving any controlled substance solely for trammg or racmg pur-
poses and not for a medlcally sound reason, :

(13) Allowmg a vetermary student to treat a patlent w1thout the vet-
erinarian giving direct supervision,

(14) Pailure of the veterinarian to advnse the chent that the person
assisting is a veterinary student

(15) I‘aa}ure to maintain records as requlred by 8. VT‘ 7.03.

(16) Refusal upon request, to cooperate in a timely manner wn:h the’

board’s investigation of complaints lodged against the veterinarian. Per-
sons taking longer than 30 days to provide réquested mformatlon shatll
have the burden of demonstratmg that they have acted in a “tlme]y
manner.” .

(17) Failure to keep the’ vetermary fac1ltty and all equipment, includ-
ing mobile units, in a clean and samtary condltlon while practlcmg asa
veterinarian,

(18) Failure of a veterinarian to permit the board or its agents to enter
and inspect the veterinarian’s practice facilities, vehicle, equtpment and
records during office hours and other reasonable hours. :

{19) Engaging in ‘unsolicited communications to members of the board
regarding a matter under investigation by the board other than to the
investigative member of the board. .

(20) Practicing under an expired license.

(21) Exceeding the: scope of veterinary practice, as defined in s, 453 02
{6), Stats., by providing medical treatment to huinans or distributing,
prescribing or dispensing for human use preseription drugs, as defined in
s. 450,01 (20), Stats., or any drug labelled for veterinary or animal use
only. '
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(22) Falsely certifying to the board that the veterinarian is exempt

from the requirements of ss, VE 10.03 and 10.04 or falsely certifying that

the veterinarian has met certification or continuing veterinary education

requirements relating to the use, handling, distribution and disposal of
pestictdes.
